2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. §103 (a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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3. Claims 1,2, 4&5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102 (e) as 
being anticipated by Tsang or, in the alternative, under 3 5 
U.S.C. §103 (a) as obvious in view of the well known practice of 
making individual components integral. 

Tsang' s ramp-rectifier plate 800 (figures 10&11) reads on 
and performs to the same degree as claimed. 

Note that the term "integral" by WEBSTER'S NINTH NEW 
COLLEGIATE DICTIONARY means, inter alia, 'formed as a unit with 
another part' and/or 'lacking nothing essential'; both of these 
stipulations are inherent in the construction of Tsang' s ramp- 
rectifier plate because when a first extension (810) is 
assembled with a second extension (830) to form a ramp-rectif ier 
plate, the completed assembly defines a single unit which is 
complete and lacks nothing essential for its operation. 

Alternatively, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
fabricate Tsang' s ramp-rectifier plate by making a first 
extension (810) a single integral and gaplessly continuous piece 
of a single, homogeneous material with a second extension (830) 
to form a ramp-rectifier plate. 

Rationale: in the instant application, whether the components 
are individual and then assembled together, or one single 
integral and gaplessly continuous piece of a single, homogeneous 
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material, the different processes of attaining the completed 
ramp-rectifier plate assembly are simply alternative means of 
achieving the same results for the same purposes. See In re 
Larson, 340 F.2d 965, 968, 144 USPQ 347, 349 (CCPA 1965). 

4. Claims 20-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103 (a) as being 
unpatentable over Tsang as applied to claims 1,2,4&5 above, and 
further in view that official notice is taken of the well 
accepted practices of fabricating components per the processes 
of molding, insert molding, etc. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

Onooka, Furay and Gillis show various ramps which present 
rectifier plate surfaces over a medium. 

6. For a complete response applicant should identify how the 
claimed structure of his invention defines over all the art of 
record. 

Moreover, where the applicant disagrees with the reasoning 
and/or application of the prior art on critical points of the 
claims, they should identify how the claimed structure of their 
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invention defines over all the art of record not just the 
applied art. 

Where applicant believes that the art is redundant and/or 
superfluous relative to the critical aspects of the claimed 
invention the applicant may simply state so in rebuttal summary. 

7. Claims 3,6-11 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

8. If applicant has filed an information disclosure statement 
and has not received an office action that contain an initialed- 
off copy (or copies) of all such filed IDS's (or at least a 
comment to the disposition of such IDS'S in the body of the 
office action itself) applicant should apprise the examiner of 
such missing documentation [to the IDS's] in response to this 
office action so that the examiner can take appropriate action 
to supply same to the applicant.
